If  no  other  proof  existed  of  a predetermina-

It 
had  been  ascertained  tl'.at  the  French  goverii-

I ill  which  it  has  lieeii  Iieretofoi-e  i-cfiitcd,  and 
e.xposed,  that  tiiey  would  oliu-  an  insult  to  the 
undei.standin.g  of  tlic  Kiiiisc,  if  tliey  enlarged

trade  by  neutrals  witli  l.er  own  colonies.  It  is 
known  io  tlie  world,  that  G.  Britain  regulaterf 
her  own  trade,  in  w ai-  and  in  peace,  at  homo 
and  ill  her  colonics,  as  sl.e  luids  lor  her  inters 
cst — that  ill  war  she  relaxes  the  restraints  of 
her  colonial  system  in  favor  of  tJie  coMiiics, 
and  Uiat  it  never  was  suggested  that  she  had 
not  a right  to  do  it ; or  that  a ncutraljn  taking 
advantage  of  the  relaxat.on  violated  a belliger- 
ent right  of  her  enemy.  But  with  Great  Bri- 
tain  everii  thiiig  is  lawful.  It  is  only  in  a trade 
with  her  enemies  that  the  Vniled  Slates  tan 
do  wrong.  With  them  all  trade  is  unlawful. 

In  the  year  1?93  an  attack  was  made  by  the 
Britsih  gotcriiincnt  on  the  same  b.  ai.ch  of  our 
neutral  trade,  wliicli  had  neaily  involved  the 
two  countries  in  war.  That  difference  howe. 
ver  was  amicably  accommoilated.  The  preten- 
sion waswithdrawn  andrepaialion  made  to  the 
U.  States  for  the  losses  which  they  had  snlier- 
edliyit.  It  was  fair  lo  infer  from  that  ai  fc  ge- 
mtul  that  the  commerce  was  ilcemed  by  the 
British  government  1 iv.ful,  and  that  it  would 
not  be  again  disturbed. 

Had  the  British  government  been  resolved  to  ' 
Coiilcst  this  trade  with  iiciitrals,  it  was  due  to 
the  character  of, the  British  nation  that  the  de- 
cisiun  should  be  made  known  to  the  govci'ii- 
n.eiit  of  the  U.  States.  The  existence  of  a iie- 
gocinlion  which  had  been  invited  by  Onrgrvcrn-' 
merit,  for  the  piupose  of  preventing  tlifll  rciiceil 
by  an  amlc.ible  arriingeinent  of  tlieiricspeotive 
Iiit-U-iisions,  gavt  a strong  ciairn  to  the  iiotifi- 
cation,  while  itafibrded  tlie  fairest  opporliuiili' 
for  it.

T..C  U.  Slates  have  be'oeid,  'vilh  tmex 
nnipied  forbearanre.  this  continued  series 
of  hostile  encroachments  on  tlicir  rights  and 
interests,  in  the  hope.  that,  yielding  to  the 
force  of  friendly  remonstrances,  often  re- 
peated, the  British  government  might  a- 
dopt  a more  just  policy  towards  them  ; but 
that  hope  no  longer  exists.  They  have 
also  weighed  impartially  the  reasons  which 
have  been  urged  by  the  British  goverumeiil 
in  vindication  of  t'.iese  encroachments,  and 
found  ill  them  neither  juslihcation  or  apo- 
logy. 

'I'he  British  govcrnnient  has  alledgcd  in 
vindication  of  ll>e  orders  in  council  th.it 
t'ley  were  resorted  to  as  a retaliation  on 
Fr-snee,  for  similar  aggressions  committed 
by  her  on  our  neutral  in.ile  with  tiie  Bri 
tish  clomir.iims.  But  how  has  this  plea  been 
supported?  The  dates  of  British  and 
French  aggressions  are  well  known  to  the 
world.  'Flieir  origi.i  and  progress  have 
been  marked  with  too  wide  and  des’ructi'e 
a waste  of  the  property  of  our  fellow  citi- 
zens, to  have  bavo  forgotten.  The  decree 
of  Berlin  of  Nov.  21st.  1806.  was  the  first 
aggression  of  France  in  the  prescii'.  war. 
Rigiiteen  moinlis  had  then  el'qised,  afle" 
tile  a lack  made  by  Great  Britain  on  our 
ne.r.'  i!  trade,  with  the  colonies  of  I'rance 
a id  her  allies,  and  six  months  from  the 
d.ue  of  the  pr.  cUmiatian  of  Mai,  1006. 
Even  on  the  7lh  J ii.  1807.  .the  date  of  the 
tirsl  British  order  in  council,  so  short  a 
term  had  elapred,  iifier  the  Beilin  decree-, 
that  it  was  hardly  possible  tlia*  the  inti  lli.

States.  .\  ret'aiii'tion  w hich  in  to  produce 
ilseflect,  1)',  op  r.iliiig  o.n  a neutral  power, 
ought  not  to  he  1 esortfd  to,  till  the  neutral 
had  justified  it  by  a culpable  acquiescence 
in  tlieunl.iv  lul  act  of  the  other  btiwget  eiil.

The  hosti- 
lity of  the  British  government  to  these 
states  has  be"n  still  further  disclosed.  It 
has  been  made  manifest  hat  the  U.  States 
are  considered  bv  it  as  the  commercial  ri- 
val of  (ireat  Britain,  awl  that  tlieir  pros, 
pei  ity  and  grow  th  are  incoiiipalible  with 
her  welfare.  W'licn  all  these  c.ircum- 
siaiiccs  are  taken  into  r insi'leraticn,  it  is 
impossible  for  t nvr  c.anmittee  to  dciiht  the 
motives  wliichhave  governed  the  Brittsh 
.Mini.slry  in  all  its  iiiea'iircs  towards  the  U. 
Stares  since  the  year  1805.  Equally  is  it 
iinpivssilile  to  doubt,  longer,  the  course 
which  the  United  States  ought  to  p'arsue  to 
wards  Great  Ilritam. 

Fi  nm  this  view  of  the  ipiiltiplied  wrongs 
of  the  Btitisli  gotviiiiiieiA  since  the  com-

V.'hcn  I had 'he’l.oitor  to  m.ake  the  commu- 
nication of  la.rd  Castlereagh’s  dispatch  to  yon, 
in  consequence  of  its  being  left  to  my  own  dis- 
cretion to  do  so,  I did  it  because  I had  reason 
to  think,  from  the  number  of  my  letters  which 
then  remained  unanswered  at  votir  office,  such 
a eonimiiniratioii,  if  iii.-ule  through  a note, 
might  have  shared  the  same  fate  of  the  rest. 
Y'oii  will  ecollect  that  it  was  at  your  own  re- 
quest that  I acceded'  to  thedispatch  being  coin- 
miinicaled  to  the  President  : .and  that  it  was 
also  at  your  instance,  as  being  the  only  regular 
way  in  wliicli  the  subject  could  come  before  the 
.American  goveinmeiit,  that  I determined  to 
write  to  you  a note  loiiiKled  upon  it.  Y'oii  uci'c 
aware  at  the  latter  end  of  last  week,  tlist  such 
wa»niy  determination,  which  1 repe.tted  to  you 
^hI■ough  Mr  Graham  whu  callce!  niion  me  on 


the  oOth  ultimo,  to  .jk  me  win  I ci  '-'.n.i ' - 
ted  sending  it  to  your  office.  The  i...'-:  r.  .I'-t 
have  reached  you  and  been  read  befoi  e a.  r.  es- 
s.age  could  have  been  sent  Irom  the  Ex, cu tiie 
to  Congress. 

1 caiviol,  sir,  consider  my  note  .as  liable  to 
the  charge  of  amhiguitv  which  you  now  .ir'piite 
to  it.  The  aban  loimient  of  our  most  imjan  t- 
aiil  maritime  rights  is  more  cxter.oiveiy  thaii_ 
ever  connected  In  France  with  the  demand  o'f 
a repeal  of  our  orders  in  council,  and  while 
you  are  cntin  lv  silent  as  to  how  far  .America 
concurs  with  her  on  this  po  i.l  of  vital  interest 
to  Great-Britain,  without  etyii  a prospect  ol  a, 
reply  from  you  to  our  just  cort.iilaints,  :.s '.'X- 
pressed  in  my  note  on  the  coirtc.Mer.ce  ot  tlie 
altitude  taken  by  Ynierica  with  the  heslile  .sys- 
tem of  France,  I cannot  Ijtit  he  aware  of  Uie 
difficulties  to  -which  I .should  expose  myself  in 
cnloringsnlo  an  explanation  on  any  insulated 
passage  in  it.  I might,  p'crliap.s,  by  cottlinucd- 
silence  on  your  part,  never  afterwards  liav^  an 
opportunity  of  maki  ig  further  explanation,  and 
you  arc  well  aware  haw  frequently  points  taken 
unconnected  with  what' precedes  or  follows 
them  are  liable  to  misronsmictioii. 

But,  .sir,  a reason  p.aramount  to  every  other, 
for  my  not  i ommitting  myself  to  an  explana- 
tion on  any  single  topic,  without  the  discussion 
belwsen  ns  were  to  be  contimied,  is  the  piihli- 
cation  of  the  highly  import.'. lit  declaration  ot 
his  Kiiyal  lligliiicss,  the  Prince  Regent,  to 
which  I had  the  honor  to  nlliule  in  my  note  to 
you  of  this  nioriiiog.  You  will  there  find  sta- 
ted, in  as  explicit  and  authentic  a maiiiiei'  as 
langij  ige  can  convey,  the  grounds  upon  which 
his  .Majesty’s  orders  in  council  will  be  reioked. 

I cannot,  it  is  true,  as  yet,  refer  you  officially 
to  this  dociiineiit,  bin  I may  no.v  he  iu  the  ex- 
|jeclation  of  receiving  it  ill  a formal  shape 
within  a vci  v few  day,  ami  together  w ith  it  ev 
cry  explanation  possible  which  you  it. ay  re- 
quire.

UEFAn  i'MENT  OP  STATE,  JUnC  6,  1812. 

SIR — I have  had  the  honor  to  receive  your 
letter  of  the  4lli  instant.  The  receipt  of  that 
of  -May  30th  has  already  been  acknowledged 

-\s  the.se  letters  relate  to  the  same  subject, 
the  orders  in  council,  I shall  take  both  into 
view,  in  this  reply. 

I am  not  disposed  to  make  any  unneccss.ary 
difficulty,  on  account  of  the  informality  of  the 
document  alluded  to  in  the  last  letter.  If  the 
declaration  of  the  Prince  Regent  was  such  as 
to  afi'urd  the  satisfaction  dtsirell,  it  wo, lid  be 
received,  in  any  form  entitled  to  credit,  w ill. 
great  interest,  as  a token  of  just  and  friendly 
sentiments  in  your.governhienl  towai'iis  tiie  L ■ 
lilted  States.  But  nothing  is  seen  in  tiiat  act, 
of  the  character  wliich  you  impute  to  it.  With- 
out removing  a single  object '.on  to  the  princi- 
ple on  which  the  orders  in  council  were  issued, 
and  have  been  maintained,  it  afi'c.ids  a com- 
plete justification  of  the  demand  htreiotorc 
made  on  your  government  for  tlicir  repeal. 

The  British  government  lias  coiiipiaiiie  ) that 
the  United  Stales  demanded  the  repeal  oi  the 
orders  in  council  on  a conditiooi-l  repeal  of  the 
French  decrees,  aUhungh  the  French  condition 
required  nothing  of  Great-Britam  whicli  she 
ought  not  to  have  constiited  to ; and  was, 
moreover,  a coiidilio.n  s'nhsequeiit,  and  not  pre- 
cedent; and  it  now  preiposes  l.>  repeal  the  or- 
ders in  council  conditionally  also,  with  this 
difference,  that  the  condition  on  wliich  their 
repeal  is  to  be  made,  is  a condiLioii  preccdtiu 
and  not  subsequent,  and  is  likewise  one  which 
G.  Britain  has  no  right  to  claim. 

This  condition  requires  that  the  French  de- 
crees shall  be  absolutely  and  niicondilionally 
repe.xled,  that  is,  that  they  shall  be  repealed 
according  to  explanations  given,  not  oiilv  as 
tliey  related  to  the  United  State.s,  but  as  to  all 
other  neutral  nations  ; and  also  as  tliey  prohi- 
bited a commerce  in  British  maiiul'actures,  with 
the  cnemit.s  of  Greui-Britain. 

So  far  as  the  French  decrees  violated  the 
neutral  comnierce  of  the  Umtvd  States,  we  had 
a right  to  demand  a repeal  of  them.  I'o  that 
extent  we  did  demand  tlicir  repeal,  ami  obtain- 
ed it.  The  repeal  was  declai-ed  by  an  authen- 
tic and  tornial  act  ot  the  F'rciicli  governnient, 
.and  communicated  to  tliis  government  by  the 
minister  pleiiipotciitjai'y  of  the  United  butes 
at  Paris,  and  to  the  British  goveriimeiit  by 
their  minister  plcnipotenli.ary  at  Eomlou  ; ami 
has  moreover  been  officially  published  wiUiiii 
tlie  United  Stales.  The  .xulliciiUcitv.  of  liic 
repeal  was  placed  beyond  all  contreiver.sv,  ami 
the  official  manner  m whicii  it  was  coiimiuiii- 
cated  to  your  government  ought  to  have  been 
satisfactory  to  it.  \ general  repeal  ot  the 
French  decrees  in  favor  of  all  neutral  nations, 
and  of  such  parts  of  tlieiii  as  proiiibiled  a 
trade  with  France  and  tlie  countries  under  her 
control,  ill  British  liiaiuifacuires,  Uie  United 
Slates  have  not  demanded,  because  they  hail  no 
light  to  deiiialiu  it. 

The  United  States  liave  required  of  Great 
Britain  no  iiua-e  than  Uiey  required  of  France  ; 
namely,  that  her  uiilawtul  eilicls  should  be  re- 
jiealea  so  far  as  they  related  to  us.  'i'o  a com- 
pliance witii  this  demand  your  (pivernmcnt  has 
prescribed  coiidiuoiis,  the  mere  recital  of 
whicli  is  sufficient  to  shew  tlieir  injustice. 
'I'lic  United  Stales  can  never  siifler  their  riglits 
to  he  violated  by  Gre.at  Jlritain  because  the 
ejminercc  of  her  enemy  is  not  regulated  to 
suit  her  interest  and  policy. 

li'  the  IJiikc  of  Bassatio’s  report  lo  the  Con- 
servative  Seiia.e  of  France,  pabliaiied  in  a 
French  newspalier,  be  sullicicnl  eviilence  that 
iFie  Frencli  decrees  are  now  in  force,  it  is  not 
perceived  on  vsliat  ground  the  liigli  evidence 
whicii  baa  been  aflbrdcd  of  tiieir  repeat  could 
have  been  resisted. 

It  is  liirtiier  made  a condition  of  the  propos- 
eil  I'tlJcal,  by  the  declaration  of  the  Prince  Re- 
gent, liial  it  shall  take  effect  at  a t'uture  uncer- 
tain day  ; and  that  tlie  orelers  in  council  sliiiuld 
he  again  in  toi'ce  on  a contingency  of  which 
the  Bi  ilisli  government  is  lo  be  the  sole  judge. 
If  this  Were  on  a ground  on  which  t.^e  United 
Stales  could  call  upon  Fiance  to  repeal  her 
decrees  in  case  they  were  still  in  force  as  lo 
them,  surely  the  French  repeal,  to  take  cfl'ect 
on  a fiitui'C  specified  day,  and  wliote  revival 
was  not  provided  for  on  any  contingency  what- 
ever, was  a ground  on  which  tlieir  call  on  Great 
Britain  lo  repeal  her  orders  in  council  in  res- 
pect to  the  United  States,  ouglit  not  to  iiave 
been  resisted.  'i 

111  reply  lo  your  insinuation,  that  the  demand 
made  on  ymir  governnient  to  repeal  its  edicts 
w hich  violated  the  neutral  rigliis  of  the  United 
StaUs,  is  iiiialc  in  concert  w ilh  France,  to  ob- 
tain Irom  Great  Britain  an  abandimiiieiit  of  her 
maritime  rights,  it  is  sufficient  to  icier  you  to 
documents  which  have  been  long  bel'ore  liie 
public,  ami  ixu'ticularly  to  the  letter  of  Mr. 
Pinkney  lo  the  .Marquis  YVclleslcy  of  Januarv 
14,  1811,  prostestmg  in  the  most  pu.iiUrd  man- 
ner against  looking  to  any  other  source  for  the 
opinions  ami  principles  of  the  United  States 
than  to  the  United  States  themselves.  lait  me 
repeat,  witii  resjiect  to  the  orders  in  council, 
that  all  we  demand  is,  lliat  tliey  cease  to  vio- 
late the  iieutr.il  rights  of  the’  United  States, 
whicli  they  have  long  violated  and  still  violate 
on  the  high  h-x.  Slmgfd  tb-.-y  ^oxfiri-jed  as

In- 
vestigations as  to  the  imputed  elTccts  of 
the  Orders  in  Co'tncil  were  continued, 
and  an  opinion  prevailed,  that  it  would  be 
abandoned  or  modified.  The  particul,ars 
of  the  assassination  of  Percival  are  giv- 
en— the  British  Parliament  voted  50,0001. 
to  his  cl'.ildren,  and  an  annuity  of  2000  to 
Ills  widow — Bonaparte  left  Paris  on  ilie 
5th  of  May  to  take  the  command  of  his 
army  in  the  North.  An  official  declara- 
tion of  war  by  Russia  against  France  harl 
been  received  at  OottLiiburg.  It  was  not 
known  tliat  Sweden  would  take  any  part 
iti  the  contest.  Alexander  had  dispatch- 
ed eoiiricrs  to  expedite  the  negotiations 
for  peace  widi  Turkey,  which  power  it 
was  expected  woe.ld  join  in  a coalition 
with  Great  Britain  ai.d  Russia  against 
France.
